Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because Figures 19, 21 and 24 are not 
appropriately labeled. In particular, in the Brief Description of Drawings, 
Figure 19 refers to 19 A-D; Figure 21 to Figure 21 A and B; Figure 24 as 
Figure 24 A-C. The drawings do not indicate parts A, B, C, etc. Corrected 
drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure 
is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where 
necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
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consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after 
the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either 
"Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the 
changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicants have provided the Mitchell Declaration (11/10/09) to 
distinguish the instantly claimed cells from that taught by both Purchio and 
Thomson. The Declaration is found to be persuasive because it shows a 
specific phenotype and marker expression pattern that is representative of 
the specific cell population that is produced by the methods that are claimed. 
The specific cell population is distinct from that taught by Purchio and 
Thomson in view of the characterization of the cells, as evidenced by the 
Mitchell Declaration.
